AWARD 


1. On the nnplication for the reprcHentaivc of the workmen 
dated 18-6-1985, the three above mentioned cases were con¬ 
solidated, as in all of them common question of law and 
facts arises. The anplication was allowed and all the thrre 
cases were consolidated making case no. 8/1984 Shri P. K. 
Seth and others versus Management SBBJ, as leading case, 

2. In Industrial Disnutc No 5211981 consolidated with 
I.D. No. 8/1984, the Genarn! Secretary of the Uttar Pradesh 
Bank Fmplovcefl Union Shri Farmancal Pd., vide his appli¬ 
cation dt. 20th August. 1985. stated that the Union is repre- 
rent-nn the case of Shri Mukesh Chandra and Rajendra 
Kumar only and workmen Shri Ashok Mishra. Shvam Kishore 
and Charu Chandra arc beinir represented through Shri V. N. 
Sekhri, thus except the applicunls five persons of remaining 
workers namely S/Sbri Ashok Kumar, Vishal Saxena, Krishna 
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Gopal, Gyaoeodra Mahwh Kuciar Rajendra Kumar 

aaa i?wuiiiuri Bceaa no dispute award be given, in i,D, 
ho, ti/84f ide case Km. Ai»da Aijarwai remained unrepre¬ 
sented, stie never contested me ca^c nor lead Uny cviaen-c.

3. In thecircumstanccs no claim award is being given lor 
the case ol Kuinari Asna Agarwal of I.D. No. iJ/lyb4, and 
i>y:jhn AsnuK ivumai, Visnul baxena. isni&nna e>opai, 
Uyanendra ejiugh, iVianesL Kunuir and Kigcndia i-vuniLLi’ and 
Kuman Beena iVljshia ot J,D. No. 52/83, 

4. in the appiicauon for consolidation which was allowed 
on 18-0-11^85, moved in case no, 8/li>84, the reprcseniaLive 
for the worKmen Stated that ail the woikmen involved in 
the above cases except one workman Lave worked tor 8U 
days period, 

5. In mdustrml dispute no. 52/1983, the union filed state¬ 
ment ui claim ailegmg that ii/SLii iviukesh Chandra, Gmcm 
Chandra bnvasiava and Cnaru chaiidra ^hakla, worked iur 
a spc^iiic peiiod of 8U days, whorens Shri Ashok Mishra 
worked for 87 days and bihri Shy am Kishore ivushra wioked 
for 2Z7 days. Ail as clerk and ail at management s Eirhaaa 
Road, Branch except one Ashok Misra who worked at 
management s Transport Ngr. Branch, Kanpur. In thejr cases 
they were not given appointment letter or termination letter 
and as they all worked on permanent vacancy and after 
terminating their services fresh new hands were appointed 
by the management, thus the termination is illegal being vio¬ 
lative of section 25ii of the l.D, Act hence they uc reinstated 
with full back wages. 

6. The management has contested the claim on the ground 
that none of the workmen completed one year service 
under section 25B of ihe l.L). Act, hence not entitled 
to any relief. The Management admils dial the workmen 
were appointed purely in tempoiary capacity and the appoint¬ 
ment letters issued to them in each case specifying that 
their services would stand terminated on the expiry of period 
mentioned therein and hence there was no question of giving 
any further notice and on that account provisions of para 
25-H are not attracted. That no termination notice under 
para 522 of the Sastri Award was required. It is also denied 
that the workmen were appointed to fill any permanent 
vacancy but were simply appointed to meet temporary re¬ 
quirement during the leave vacancy of permanent employees 
The management has also averred that in case the workmen 
were taken in service, the same would he violative of article 
14 and 16 of the Indian Constitution inasmuch as the work¬ 
men will get march over the employee. 

7. The workmen has given chart alongwith rejoinder anne- 
xure A showing that workman Ashok Misra worked as clerk 
frojn 3-2-81 lo 30-4-1981 total 8 7 days, but he was not given 
appointment letter for the period 26-4-81 to 30-4-81. 
In the case of workmen Shrl Charu Chandra Shukla, he work¬ 
ed frorn 1-12-78 to 17-2-1979 total 79 days for which no 
appointhent letter was given lo him from 1-1-19 to 17-2-79. 
In the case of Shri Shyam kishore Agrawal, he worked in bro¬ 
ken period from 15-4-1979 to 5-5-79 total 227 days and in 
the first five or six periods appinlmcnt letter was issued but 
no appointment letter wa^ issued for the subsequent period. 

8. Workman further filed a chart annexure B showing that 
persons junior to Shri S. K. Agrawal were allowed to work 
even after his termination on 5-5-76 and he has names six 
such persons. Similarly persons junior to Shri Charu Chandra 
Shukla were allowed to continue after his termination and 
name of 22 persons has been mentioned therein and lastly 
a Jlst of 13 persons haa been given to show that the persons 
appointed after appointment of Shri Ashok Kumar Misra 
wer^ allowed to continue after hfi termination on 30-4-1981. 

9. As regards the ease of Shri Anil Kumar Khare of I.D. 
Case No. 191/81, his case was set out by union and in the 
claim statement it Is alleged that the workman joined the 
services of management on 13-10-80 as clerk and continued 
to work till 31-12-80, when his services wer* brought to end 
after completing 80 days service. No appointment letter or 
termination letter was given to him and after his termination 
fresh new hands were appointed and that after h’s termina¬ 
tion he was not given opportunity to servo the bank and 
again the provision of section 25H of the T.D, Act has been 
violated, Thtis the^ tennlnation of the services of the work* 
man ShH Anil Kumar was illegal and he Is entitled to be 
reinstated with full back wages.

12. Workman has also given afiidavit evidence that he 
worked tor 80 days as tcir?porary and designated as temporaly 
Llcrk but appomtcd against icguiar vacancy which juo v^as 
ot permanent uamre. He has further stated that junior hands 
were retained after lus termination and fresh hands were 
appointed after his tcrminaLioii and that no notice or notice 
pay was given at the time of his termination. 

13. As regards l.D, No. 8/1984 and its three workmen 
namely a/Shri P. K. Seth, R. C. Shukla arid D. K. JJalela 
leaving out the case of Kurnari Asha Agrawal lor whom 
no claim award has been ordered earlier, it is common ^asc 
that they wcie all appointed and worked for 80 days each 
P. K. Seth worked from, 22-12-81 to 11-3-82, R. C. Shukla 
worked from 26-6-80 to 13-9-80 and Shri D. K. Dalela 
worked from 16-9-80 to 4-12-80 and theip services stood 
terminated w.e.f, 12-3-82, 14-9-80 and 6-12-80 le&pecdvely. 
It is averred that after the decision of Sundermoncy case 
reported in 1976 Lab IC page 769 Supreme Court, the bank 
started practice of' appointing temporary employees for woik- 
ing of a regular nature/permanent nature to deprive such 
lecruits from becoming regular employee of the bank and 
thereby depriving them benefit of regular permanent emp¬ 
loyees and su.h appointment were made for period not ex¬ 
ceeding 80 days. That in view of the above said pracli e 
the three workmen namely Shri P. K. Seth, D. K. DaleVa and 
Shri R, C. Shukla were also appointed for 80 days though 
they worked on regular seats and performed regular nature 
of work. Though there was no jiisliiicatlon as new branches 
of the bank management opened in Kanpur and fresh ha^ds 
were appointed after their termination and juniors were 
allowed to work thus infringing! the provisions of section 25G 
and H of the l.D. Act. At the lime of termination no noti’c 
or notice pay was given to them. In view of the above aver¬ 
ments, it is alleged that the termination is illegal and they 
are entitled for reinstatement with full benefits. 

14. The management has admitted that the concerned 
workmen worked for 80 days purely in temporary capacity 
and in case they are taken into service it will be violative 
of provision of article 14 and 16 of the Indian Constitution 
and thus the workmen will march over the employees seek¬ 
ing employment through prescribed procedure. It is further 
denied that there was no question of application of vfction 
25C and H of the T.D. Act as the workman concerned 
has not completed 240 days work. 

15. On behalf of the workman Shri K, S. Bhaghpl has fil^d 
two affidavit in this case one is dated 5-1-1985 and the other 
is dated 4-1-85. He admitted that the three workmen namely 

K. Seth, D. K. Dalela and Shri R. C. Shukla worked in 
the bank only for 80 days He states that the three workmen 
were appointed at Kanpur inleave vacancies but is not able 
to say in whose leave vacancies they were apnointed. He 
states that though all were issued appointment letters indi¬ 
cating the period of employment. He further states that 
persons appointed inleavc vacancies can also he shifted to 
do work on other seats. He further admits that besides 
leave vacancies temporary workmen are also employed in 
case of retirement, and that the head office instructioT^t arc 
that temporary employment should not be made unless branch 
manager take instruction from the head office. He expressed 
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lii3 ignorance if lemporary clerks were appointed at Birbana

He has 
Lmuicr aauiuted liiat no scnim’ily iisi or legi^jLcr ol itm- 
poraiy Ciiiploycc is mainiaincd. He lurther admitied Uiai no' 
jij.>wj. o. nOiice pay ate lelrciichmeni compensation was given 
to UiC workman as the same was not rcqmivd. 

10. ihe irianagemenL has Ihed copy of mernoranJuin vvhi^b 
is apt^oinlment iciicr or extension letter paper no. J to 9 of 
iisi otitcd 15-4-85 and Uie Usi. extension in the case oi cacn 
or tbcni that thcir services shall stand leiminated without 
i(Ot»ce and on the dates they wci’e admiltcdly lerminated 
i.e. iHj- 82 in the case oi Shri P. K. Seth, 13-9-81) in the 
Ci,l^e of K. C Shukla and 4-12-30 in the case of Shii U.K. 
Halcla. All these three workman namely Shn K.K. Sclli, R.C. 
Snkula and Shn D.R Dalela have tiled separate ailidaviis sub- 
Eianiiadng their case set out'in the claim statement 

17. He workman has filed 8 documents and alJ copies of 
banks ciicular of different dates. They are all guide lines 
ivgaidiijg temporary appointment. Circular annexure 250 
daicd 12^11-79 specifically meniions that no employee should 
be pcniiihcd to serve as temporary employee ior more Ih-in 
80 days in ah and in no case reappointment on temporary 
b.isis should be allowed to him. It appears it was in view 
OI this circular that the bran, li manager terminated the 
services of the temporary workmen after expiry of 80 days 
and appointed fresh hands without giving them leappointment 
any further, 

18. In the case of Mukesh Chandra I.D. No. 52] 1983, 
Shri K. S. Baghal was cross examined on the affidavit given 
by him in that case suppoiiing the stand of the management 
in the written statement. He admits in cross examination 
that the workmen have worked in the management bank for 
the number of days shown in the claim statement. He has 
no -knowlcifc about the strength of the management b'jnk at 
Hirhana Road Kanpur. He admits that only temporary clerks 
are appointed in leave vacancies hut have no knowledge if the 
workmen in question wcie appointed in leave vacancies. 
Regarding letter of appointment he admits th.it Ihcv wcie 
issued and they were on record. He further states that bc- 
sid.s leave vacancies temporal y workman were employed in 
condngCTizy like relirement. He further admits that no prin¬ 
cipal of last come first go was being implied in case of tem¬ 
porary hand as the appointment are built in for the number 
rf days mentioned therein, Ne admits that no register is 
bein'" mainJained of temporary employees and no notice 
ray and 'cdrrnchmcnt compensation or notice was given to 
the workmin. In the end be stated that he will not be able 
to that on which scats workman Ashok Kumar Mishra 
V'orked. 

19. Tn the case of Shri Ashek Kharc of Industrial d’snute 
no. 191 /1981, the management witness Sri K. S. Raghel 
mitfed in his affidavit that the workman worked for 80 da^s 
ip the bank and the workman was appointed in the bank 
as temporary and hks appointment provided that his services 
will stand automatically terminated on the expiry of the 
date mentioned therein. That no notice of l4 days w^s 
rcouTed and that provision of sec,-250 and H of the T.D. 
Act were not attracted. 

20. TTie cross of the management witness was taken as 
concluded as the points workman counsel wanted to stress 
Were already admitted by the witness. 

21. After consolidation of the case, the cross examination 
of all the workmen W.W./l to 'W.W./2 wa^ done in T.D. 
Case no. 8/1984. 

22. Tn cross-examination witness docs not admit his exten¬ 
sion letter dt. 20-1-82 as it docs pot bear his sinratrre 'n 
token of having rcccb’ed It but admits that he received ini¬ 
tial letter of 22-12-81.

28. dhe last witness Shri D. K- Halcla has admitted that 
he goi letter of appointment on 16-9-80 initially for 30 days 
and thereafter got two moic appointment letters and his 
serviies were terminated on 6-12-80 in hia last appointment 
Icaer dt. 15-10-80 whereby his extension was granted for 
15-11-80 ior a period of 20 days it was speciiicaily mem 
tioiied that his services being admittedly temporary will be 
tjiminated on 4-12-80 without any notice. Thus it can not 
be said that his termination v/as without noli-.e. He too states 
that he is not earning any thing and is a student of LL.B, 
II year. 

29. Ihe management has admitted that all these workmen 
were appointed temporarily initially for limited period which 
were eattended and ultimately on the date of termination 
they had completed 80 days or maximum 227 days as in the 
case of Shri S. K. Agrawal’ Admittedly none of the work- 
n'en completed 240 days hence there is no question of giving 
them rclreiiChment compousation nor any of the workman 
have claimed the same on that account. 

30. The case of the workmen on the other hand is that 
they were appointed as temporary but they were w'orking 
against clear permanent vacanc.es hence they have become 
permanent, had they been allowed to continue on that post 
for 90 days in view of provision 20.8 of the bipartite settle¬ 
ment, In the case of Shri S. K. Agrawal, he has deposed 
that he worked in all for 227 days but his initial appointment 
was for 16 days shows that his appointment was purely 
temporary, as per chart attached with the rejoinder in his 
cai^e he has himself admitted that ho was given appointment 
on six occasions total of which comes lo 227 days with 
breaks. Even counting in one span from 15-4-75 to 15-4-76 
he has completed more than 90 days, though temporary not 
240 days, thus his case also at par with other workmen. 

31. The management has failed lo show in whose leave 

vacancy they were appointed on the other hand the work¬ 
man bad failed to substantiate by summoning documents 
from the management as lo what was the sanciioncd perma¬ 
nent strength of clerks in the branches and whether any post 
W'as vacant on which the particular workman was made to 
work. Tn the absence of all these documents, the admitted 
position boils down to this that nil the workmen worked 
in trmnrary and as clerk for a ncriod ranmng about 

80 da>'s or more. Though it -s not admitted in all the cases 
that they had received their last extension except In the 
case of ^ri D. K. Dalela mentioning the date of termina¬ 
tion and in the case of six who did get better of extension

It is a misnoincr lo 
argue that provision of 250 and 11 appearing in chapter 
V-A arc dependent when the workman has put m scrvtte ot 
240 days in one conipicicd year or had Deen in continuous 
service for a period of one year. hoc. z5U and H are 
iiidcpcndent and related only to retrenchment which retren¬ 
chment has been dehned under section 2 ( 00 ) of the Act 
and involves any termination for any reason whatsoever. 
Ihus provision of section 25G and H have also been con¬ 
travened by the management, 

32. Thus on account of cuntravenetion of these mandatory 
provisiona by the managemcni, the termination oi all the 
workman would become illegal and vuia ubinuio and in that 
case they will ml be rcmsiaied in servues wiih tull back 
wages. 

33. As regards the arguments of the management that 
these workmen u taken back in service then this would m 
Violation ol provision ot article 14 and 16 of the Indian 
Constitution in as much as the workmen would get a maren 
over those employees who are seeking employment through 
the prescribed procedure. A he objection may be tenable m 
Case oi jpcrmancnc appointment. Tor the present* the work¬ 
men have to be relegated lo their original position of tem¬ 
porary workman simply for non-compliance of mandatory 
provision of law, i.e. section ?5G and H and also para 
522(4) of the Sastri award. In those cases in which the 
workmen were not served with their last extension letter men¬ 
tioning date of their termination. Thus temporary employee 
when reinstated will remain temporary and will not stait 
march over the employees who had already been made per¬ 
manent or have acquired permanent status, 

34. Thus in view of the discussions made above, I hold 
accordingly. 

35. For reference to the dispute referred in ID No. 8/1984 
that the action of th© management of State Bank of Bikaner 
and Jaipur in relation to their Birhana Road Branch, Kanpur, 
in terminating the services of Shri P. K. Seth, Shri R. C. 
Shukla and Shri D. K. Deiala w.e.f. 12-3-82, 14-9-80 and 
6-12-80 respectively is not justified resulting that they will 
be reinstated in service with full back wages, 

36. As regards I.D. No. 52 of 1983 I hold that the action 
of the management of State Bank of Bikaner and Jaipur in 
relation to their certain branches in nor absorbing in emp¬ 
loyment and terminating the services of certain workers 
namely Shri Mukesh Chandra, Charii Chandrp Shukla D. JC 
Srivaatava, S. K. Agrawal and Ashok Kumar from the dates 
as mentioned in the reference order is not justified. The 
reauft Is that they have to be reinstated in service with full 
back wages_ I may mention here that their reinstatement 
will be on their previous temporary post. The question of 
absorption subsequently may be taken up by management 
later, 

37. Regarding case of workman A. K, Khare of I.D. No. 
191/81 I hold that the action of the management in ter¬ 
minating the services of the workman w.e.f. 3 FI 2-80 is rot 
justified. The result is that he is entitled to be reinstated 
with full back wages. 

38. 1 therefore, give my award accordingly. 

It li further ordered that a copy of the award bo kept 
on the flic of ID. Nos. 52/83 and 191/81.
